In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required

Presented herewith is the annual report of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 


The following accomplishments in our school system were 
made possible by the combined efforts of the school personnel 
and school officials: 


|. An approved course of study was organized and pro- 
vided for grades one through twelve in accordance with the 
State Department of Education recommendations. 


2. Two teacher college trained teachers and one exper- 
ienced teacher were employed for the present school year. 


3. Five school committee meetings, and six joint school 
committee - school building committee meetings were held to 
formulate and execute plans for the new nine room school 
building constructed during the year. 


4. The school department was forced to employ an addi- 
tional teacher due to the increased school census, hence there 
is a small overdraft of $559.67. 


5. The school department adopted a new accounting sys- 
tem recommended to correspond with Federal and State 
coded systems,

6. The biggest and most successful accomplishment was the 
creating of the new building. In a large sense, this task was 
the greatest advancement in the Town of Glenburn since it 
was incorporated January 29, 1822. The citizens of Glenburn 
owe a large debt of gratitude to school and building commit- 
tees who labored beyond the call of duty for a better educa- 
tional program now offered the boys and girls in the com- 


munity. 


Recommendations For 1962 


|. Organize and operate a cafeteria in the new school 
building at the earliest possible date. 


2. Establish a higher grade testing program for all pupils. 


3. Purchase a television set whereby pupils may take ad- 
vantage from instructional programs in elementary education 
that will be provided under a recent law passed by the 100th 


Legislature. 


4. If possible, provide an additional teacher to allow one 
teacher per grade, and thereby overcome the present situation 
where two grades per teacher exist in two rooms. The budget 
as presented will pay for one additional teacher. 


The school personnel, pupils, and superintendent, extend 


their thanks to the School Committee, Parent Teachers Associa- 
tion and citizens of Glenburn for their interest and assistance 


during the school year.

To the Glenburn School Committee, town officials, the 
Glenburn Parent Teachers’ Association, parents and tax- 


payers. 


It is a pleasure to give you a very brief account on your 
school program for the past year. 


1. For the first time in your school program you have 
provided one teacher per grade. The first time all pupils 
have had full time instruction in all classes and subject 
areas. This is an accomplishment to be proud of. 


2. A school cafeteria has been offered which furnishes 
a good balanced meal each day for all pupils. This pro- 
gram also provides free meals to pupils whose parents 
are on relief status. 


3. The school has provided sufficient modern up-to- 
date textbooks and a limited supply of new reference 
books, which implement the work in the middle and upper 
grades. 
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4. The reading program has been aided by use of more 
outside reading materials. Plans are currently being made 
where a large number of books may be had from the 
state library. This material will be made available by 
using the present cafeteria room on a limited basis as a 
school library. 


5. The school has enjoyed greater use of the health 
services offered by the State Department of Health and 
Welfare, and as a result of it the pupils have received 
health instruction which has increased the school attend- 
ance to a higher degree. 


It may be of great interest to the citizens of Glenburn 
to know that 30.2% of the town population is going to 
school. This is a large percentage, but a healthy one for the 
community. 


We are presently experiencing a sudden drop-out by 
our high school pupils. This is not good for either the 
pupils or parents. When the facts are known for causes 
of sudden drop-out we find the following: 


lack of interest by parents 


broken homes 


poor study habits 


(a) 

(b) 

(c) economic reasons 
(d) 

(e) a desire to get married 
(f) 


failing grades in one or more subjects 


All of the above situations can be overcome. An education 
is worth the cost and effort it takes to get it. In many 
instances it has been learned that lack of good moral 
home conditions, and the lack of interest in the pupil's 
success by the parents will ultimately cause failure to any 


pupil. 
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I would also like to call to the taxpayers attention the 
large amount of money appropriated and spent for high 
school tuition. This is a serious financial situation. If you 
examine the tuition report it shows that we have seventy 
pupils attending eight different high schools, an average 
of approximately nine pupils per school. It is suggested 
that serious consideration be given to this situation before 
another school year. 


I know of no town in Maine who has progressed more 
for the cause of education in the past two years than 
Glenburn. The sudden rise in taxes, and future school 
population increase will tend to present a problem that 
needs serious attention. But we will face the future 
problems and in some way we must solve them for the 
future citizens of the community. 


The parents and taxpayers should be congratulated for 
a good task being done. In behalf of the teachers and 
school committee and the Parent-Teachers Association, 
I want to humbly but sincerely thank you for your utmost 
contributions.

The audit analysis was on a basis consistent 
with that of the preceding year, and included such tests 
of the accounting records and other auditing procedures 
as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The financial and statistical sections incorporated in this 
report, subject to the accompanying comments, present 
the results of the Town’s financial operations for the 
period indicated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF GLENBURN 


February 2, 1961 to February 3, 1962 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Glen- 
burn has been completed for the year ended February 3, 
1962. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector 
and other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unex- 
pended departmental balance lapsed amounted to $3,- 
475.90, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $ 4,526.76 
Overdrafts 1,050.86 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 3,475.90 


The overlay, less abatements, and unexpended balances 
in highway accounts were the major factors contributing 
to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $5,328.60 
was on deposit in the Merrill Trust Company, Bangor, 
Maine at February 3, 1962. 


Accounts receivable of $104.18 represented a net amount 
due from the tax collector on the 1961 commitment. 


Taxes receivable of $9,988.27 were comprised of current 
year accounts totaling $8,834.88 and prior accounts of 
$1,153.39 dating from 1957. 
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Tax liens and tax acquired property totaled $1,832.05 and 
$928.27 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . The 
appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance 
of $1,095.88, consisting of various operating account 
balances and an overdraft that are carried forward to 
the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements 
and/or customary practice. 


The ministerial and school fund is not invested, however, 
interest of $180.00 was raised for educational purposes. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $12,675.62, an 
increase of $2,521.92 for the year. The change was occasion- 
ed for the most part by the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed, less authorized transfers for various current 
operations. 


TRUST FUNDS . .. The trust fund principals totaled 
$6,240.00 and unexpended income amounted to $69.18. 
With the exception of the ministerial and school fund of 
$3,000.00 due from the general fund, the trust funds were 
on deposit in various savings banks. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .. . The departmental 
operating accounts showed a decrease of $686.50 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. 
Smaller appropriations for most operating accounts except 
education were the principal factors contributing to the 
change. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year showed a decrease of $812.99, as compared 
with the balances at the start of the year. The change 
occurred for the most part in the education and highway 
accounts. 
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GENERAL . . . The townspeople authorized the use of 
the excise tax revenue and transfers from surplus for 
various operating accounts. 


During the year the town entered into a lease agree- 
ment with the Maine School Building Authority in order to 
build a new school in the amount of $94,000.00. The 
agreement requires annual payments of $4,700.00 on the 
principal amount plus interest, insurance and administra- 
tive costs for the ensuing 20 years. 


RECOMMENDATIONS . . . The following recommenda- 
tions are still considered worthy of consideration: 


The assessment records of the assessors should agree 
with the tax commitment to the collector. 


Real estate descriptions in the valuation book need 
strengthening. 


Trial balances of the general ledger should be taken 
monthly. 


Vendor's original invoices should be kept on file to 
substantiate expenditures. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of cash was made and records checked 
to determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depository or by bank con- 
firmation. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to 
determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 
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An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 
Excise tax collections were verified with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Education account balances were 
reconciled with the report of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Trust fund transactions were examined. Surety bond cover- 
age was reviewed. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying statements and supporting information pre- 
sent fairly the financial position of the Town at February 
3, 1962, and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended.
